They May Abandon Their Road for 
Good Cause, 


If They Do, Will They Bring Their 
Shipping to San Diego? 


They Have Secared Water-right Privileges and 
Will Draw San Francisco Shipping to 
San Diego Harbor—Some Signif- 
icant Moves. 


The Scott Bros. still persist in saying 
that the Union Pacific has nothing to do 
with the proposed Los Angeles, Utah and 
Salt Lake Railroad. Lester Scott was seen 
Saturday bya Times reporter, and when 


questioned said: 


“We are not at liberty to talk at present, 
but you may rest assured that the road will 
be built. I have been at work on the 
scheme for over a year, and I am positive 
that the people who are at the back of the 
move are thoroughiy in earnest, and they 
have money enough to build several such 
roads. The whole matter will be made 
public in good season, but for the present 
we can say nothing. No, sir, no one has 
told a Herald representative that the Union 
Pacific Company is at the back of the move. 
The agent here, whose name was given as 
authority in yesterday’s Herald, told the 
reporter positively that the Union Pacific, 
so far as he knows, has nothing to do with 
the move. These wild stories have not 
<4 any harm as yet, and I hope they will 


Another gentleman was seen regarding 
the Union Pacific rumers. 

“Yes,” said he, “I know something about 
the reasons why Mayor Bryson signed the 
ordinance granting the Los Angeles, Utah 
and Salt Lake Company $250,000 worth of 
land inthis city. He did not do soon the 
say-so of Mr. ‘pham or anybody else. He 
was convinced that one-half of the property 
was to be deeded tothe Union Pacific 
people. The transfer has already taken 
place, the fees (?) have been paid for cer- 
tain influence, and the chances are that the 
Union Pacific peopie will make themselves 
known in the transaction very s00n. No, 
the Union Pacific and Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy companies are not together in 
the scheme, for the :eason that they are 
fighting each other for all thatis out. But 
it is more than possible that stockholders of 
both companies are pulling together.” 

TO SAN DIEGO. 

It is learned on good authority that the 
Southern Pacific Company of Kentneky 
has purchased water-richt privileges at San 
Diego, and that they will build a line there 
very soon. ‘The company has been anxious 
to get into San Diego for some time, and if 
they carry out the promises they have made 
the people of the city of Baynclimate, San 
Diego, will boom as she never boomed be- 
tore. ‘The company is now in the midst of 
a big fight with the United States Govern- 
ment over the old Central Pacific road, and 
it is said by the Knowing ones-that if they 
lose they will draw all of their rolling steck 
off of the road, and leave the Government 
a lotof split rails and rotten ties. N ow, if 
they do go back on the Central Pacific track 
they will throw all of their energies into 
Southern California, and if such a thing is 


possible they will e as much 
shipping possible from San

‘DOES RELIGION PAY? 


A NEW YERAR’S SERMON BY DB 
WITT TALMAGE. 


Godliness is Profitable Unto All 
Things—iIt is Good for a Man's 
Physical Health, Good for the In- 
tellect, and forthe Pocket. 


Brooxtyn, Jan. 6.—[Specially re- 
ported ‘for the Los ANGELES TIMES. | 
At the Tabernacle today the Rev. T. 
DeWitt Talmage, D.D., preached a 
discourse on the subject: ‘‘Does Relig- 
ion Pay?” The opening hymn was: 


My days are gliding swiftly by, 
And |. a pilgrim stranger 

Would not detain :hem as they fly, 
These bours of toil and danger. 


The text was:: ‘“‘Godliness is profit- 
able unto all things, having promise ef 
the life that now is and of that which 
is to come.’’—I. Timothy, iv, 8. Dr. 
Talmage said: 

A happy new year to one and all. 

There isa: gloomy and passive way 
of waiting for the events of the open- 
ing year to come upon us, and there is 
a heroic way of going out to meet them, 
strong in God and fearing nothing. 
When the body of Catiline was found 
on the battlefield, it was found far in 
advance of all his troops, and among 
the eenmy; and the best way is not for 
us to lie down and let the events of 
life trample over us, but to go forth in 
a Christian spirit, determined to con- 
quer. 

The papers were made out, and 
some of you have just entered into 
business partnerships, and others of 
you take higher positions in the com- 
mercial establishment wher 
engaged, and others-haye entered upon 
new enterprises, and theré were last 
week in these cities ten thou- 
sand business changes. You are 
expecting prosperity, and I[ am 
determined, so far as I have anything 
to do with it, that you shall not be dia- 
appointed, and therefore I propose, as 
God may help me this morning, to pro- 
ject upon your attention a new ele- 
ment of success. You will have in the 
business firm, frugality, patience, in- 
dustry, perseverance, economy—a very 
strong business firm, but there needs 
to beone member added, mightier than 
them all, and not a silent partner 
either—the one introduced by my text: 
“Godliness which is profitable unto all 
things, having the promise of the life, 
that now isas well as of that which is 
to come.” 

I suppose you are all willing to admit 
that godlingss is important in its eter- 
nal relations; but perhaps some of you 
say: “All I want is an opportunity to 
say a prayer before I die, and all will 
be well.” There are a at many 

le who suppose that if they can 
hnaily get safely out of this world into 
a better world they will have exbausted 
the entire-advantage of our holy re- 
ligion. They talk as though religion 
were a mere nod of recognition which 
we are to give to the Lord Jesus on 
our way to a heavenly mansion; as 
though it were an admission ticket, 


of no use except to give 
door of heaven, 
and there are thousands of people who 


have great admiration for a religion of 
the shroud, and ajreligion of,the coffin, 
and a religion of the hearse, and a re- 
ligion of the cemetery, who have no 
appreciation of a religion for the bank, 
for the farm, fcr uhe factory. for the 
warehouse, for the jeweler’s shop, for 
the broker’s office. Now, while I would 
not throw any slur on a post-mortem 
religion, I want this morning, and on 
the first Sabbath of the new year, to 
eulogize an ante-mortem religion. <A 
religion that is of no use to you while 
you live will be of no use to you 
when you die. ‘Godliness is profitable 
unto all things, having the promise of 
the life that now is as well as of that 
which is to come.” And [I have 
always noticed that when the grace is 
very low in aman’s heart he talks a 
deal in prayer-meetings about 
eaths, and about coffins, and about 
graves, andaboutchurchyards. Ihave 
noticed that the healthy Christian, the 
man who is living near to God, and is 
on the straight road to Heaven, is full 
of jubilant satisfaction and talks about 
the duties of this life, understanding 
well that if Gods helps him to live 
right He will help him todie right. 
ow, in the first place, J remark that 
Godliness is gvod for a man’s physical 
health. I do not mean to say that-it 
will restore a broken-down constitu- 
tion, or drive rheumatism from the 
limbs, or neuralgia from the temples, 
or pleurisy from the side; but I do 


mean to say that it gives 
one such habits and puts one 
in such- condition as is most 


believe, and that lavow. Everybody 
— advantage. Gloom, unrest, 
ejection are at war with every pulsa- 
tion of the heart, and with every 
respiration of the lungs. It lowers the 
vitality, it slackens the circulation, 
while exhilaration of spirit pours the 
very balm of heaven through all the 
currents of life. The sense of inse- 
curity which sometimes hovers over an 
unregenerate man, or pounces upon 
him with the blast of ten thousand 
trumpets of terror, is most depleting 
and most exhausting, while the feeling 


for my good now, and for my everlast- 
ing welfare, 1s conducive to physical 
health. 

You will observe that Godliness in- 
duces industry, which is the foundation 
of health. There is no law of 
ma that will keep a lazy man well. 
Pleurisy will stab him, erysipelas will 
burn him, jaundice will discolor him, 
gout willcripple him, and the intelli- 
gent physician will not prescribe anti- 
septic, or febrifuge, or anodyne, but 
saws and hammers and yardsticks and 
crowbars and pickaxes. There is 
no such thing as good physical 
condition without positive work of 
some kind, although you should sleep 
on down of swan, or ride in carriage of 
softest upholstery,. or have on your 
table all the luxuries that were poured 
from the winevats of Ispahan and 
Shiraz. Our religion says: ‘‘Away to 
the bank, away to the field, away to 
the shop, away to the factory; do some- 
thing that will enlist all the energies of 
your mind and soul.” ‘Dili- 
gent in business, fervent in spirit, 
serving the Lord;’’ while upon the bare 
back of the idler and the drone comes 
down the sharp lash of the apostle, as 
he says: “It any man will not work, 
neither shall he eat.”’ 

Oh, how important in this day, when 
so much is said about anatomy and 
physiology and therapeutics and some 
new style of medicine is ever and anon 
springing upon the world, that you 

ould understand that the highest 
school of medicine is the school of 
Christ, which declares that ‘‘Godliness 
is profitable unto ali things, having the 

ise of. the life that now 
as well as of that which 
ig to come.” So if you start out two 
men in the world wit ual physical 
health, and then one of them shall get 
the religion of the Lord Jesus Christ in 


you were | 
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Lord Almighty will live the longer. 
“With long life will I satisfy thee, and 
show thee my salvation.”’ 

Again I remark that Godliness is 
ood for the intellect. I know some 

ave supposed that just as soon as a 
man enters into the Christian life, his 
intellect goes into a bedwarfing pro- 
cess. So far from that, religion will 
give new brilliancy to the intellect, 
new strength to the imagination, new 


all the intellectual faculties. Chris- 
tianity 1s ‘he great central fire at which 
philésophy has lighted its brightest 
torch. The religion of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is the fouhtain out of which 
learning has dipped its clearest 
draught. The Helicon poured forth no 
such inspiring waters as those which 
flow m under the throne of God 
clear as crystal. Religion has given 
new energy to Poesy, weeping in Dr. 
Young’s “Night Thoughts,” teaching 
in Cowper’s “Task,” flaming in 
Charles Wesley’s hymns, and rushing 
with archangelic splendor through Mil- 
ton’s *“‘Paradise Lost.’’ The religion 
of Jesus Christ has hung in studio and 
in gallery of art and in Vatican, 
the t pictures—Titian’s “Assump- 
tion,”’ Raphael’s ‘*Transfiguration,”’ 
Ruben’s “Decent from the Cross,’’ 
Claude’s ‘Burning Bush,” and Anglo’s 
‘‘Last Judgment.’’ Religion has made 
the best music of the world—Haydn’s 
“Creation,” Handel’s *‘Messiah,’’ Mo- 
zart’s *‘Requiem.”’ Is it possible that 
a religion which builds such indestruct- 
ible monuments, and which lifts its 
ensign on the highest promontories of 
worldly power, can have any effect 
upon a man’s intellect but elevation 
and enlargement? Now, I commend 
Godliness as the best mental discipline 
—better tnan belles-lettres to purify 
the taste, better than mathematics to 
harness the mind to all intricacy and 
elaboration, better than logic to mar- 
shal the intellectual forces for onset 
and victory. It will go with Hugh 
Miller and show him the footprints of 
the Creator in the red sandstone. It 
will go with the botanist and show him 
celestial glories encamped under the 
curtain of a water-lily. It will go 
with the astronomer on the great 
heights where God shepherds the great 
flock of worlds, that wander on the 
hills of heaven answering His voice as 
He calls them all by their names. 
Again I remark, that Godliness is 
profitable for one’s disposition. Lord 
Ashley, before he went into a great 
battle, was heard to offer this prayer: 
*“ Lord, I shall be very busy today; if 
I forget Thee, forget me not.’’ ith 
such a Christian disposition as that, a 
man is independent of all circum- 
stances. Our piety will have a tinge 
of our natural temperament. If a 
man be cross and sour and fretful nat- 
urally, after he becomes a Christian he 
will always have to be armed against 
the rebellion of those evil inclinations; 
but religion has tamed the wildest na- 
ture; it has turned fretfulness into 
gratitude, despondency into good 
cheer, and those who were hard and 
ungovernable and uncompromising 
have been made pliable and concilia- 
tory. Good resolution, reformatory ef- 
fort, will not effect the change. It takes 
a ——— arm and a mightier hand to 
bend evil habits than the hand that 
bent the bowof Ulysses, and it takes 
buffalo on the prairie. A man cannot 
go torth with any human weapons and 
contend successfully against these 
Titans armed with uptorn mountain. 
But you have known men into whose 
spirit the influence of the Gospel of 
Christ came, until their aisposition 
was entirely changed. So it was with 
two merchants in New ork. They 
were very antagonistic, They had 
done all they couli to injure each 
other. The 
business. Oneof the merchants was 
converted to God. Having been con- 
verted, he asked the Lord to teach 
him how to bear himself toward 
that business antagonist, and he 
was impressed with tho fact that it was 
his duty when a customer asked for 
certain kind of goods which he had 
not, but which he knew his opponent 
had, to recommend him to go to that 
store. I suppose that is about the 
hardest thing a man could do; but be- 
ing thoroughly converted to God, he 
resolyed to do that very thing, and be- 
ing asked for a certain kind of goods 
which he had not, he said: “You goto 
such and such a store, and you will get 
it.’ Aftera while, merchant No. 2 
found these customers coming so sent 
and he found also that merchant No. 
had been brought te God, and he 
sought the same religion. Now they 
are good friends and good neighbors, 
the grace of God entirely changing 
their dispositien. ~ 
“Oh,” says some one, “I have a 
rough, jagged, impetuous nature, and 
religion can’t do anything for me.’”’ Do 
ou know that Martin Luther and 
bert Newton and Richard Baxter 
were impetuous, all-consuming natures, 
a the grace of God turned them into 
6 mightiést usefulness? A manufac- 
turer cares but very little for a stream 
that slowly runs through the meadow, 
but a strong torrent that leaps from 
rock to rock,and rushes with mad 
energy through the valley and out to- 
ward the sea. Along that river you 
will find fluttering shuttles and grind- 
ing mill and flashing water-wheel. 
And a nature, the swifest, the most 
ru and the most tremendous, that 
is the nature God turns into greatest 
usefulness. how who have 
been pugnacious, and hard to please, 
and irascible, and more bothered about 
the mote in their neighbor’s eye than 
about the beam like ship timber in 
their own eye, who have been entirely 
changed by the grace of God, and have 
found out that *‘Godliness is profitable 
for the life that now is as well as for 
the life which is to come.”’ 
Again I remmark, that religion is good 
for a man’s worldly business. I know 
the general theory is, the more busi- 
ness the less religion, the more religion 
the less business. Notso thought Dr. 
Hans in his “Biography of a Christian 
Merchant,” when he says: ‘He grew 
in grace the last six years of his life 
more than at any time in his life; 
during those six years. he had more 
business crowding him than at any 
other time.”’ In other words, the more 
worldly business a man has, the more 
opportunity to serve God. Does re- 
ligion exhilarate or retard worldly 
business? is the practical question for 
you to discuss. Does it hang likea 
mortgage over the farm? Is it a bad 
debt on the ledger? {fs it a lien against 
the estute? Does it crowd the door 
through which customers come for 
broadcloths and silks? Now, religion 
will hinder your business if it be a bad 
business, or if it be a good business 
wrongly conducted. If you tell lies 
behind the counter, if you use false 
weights and measures, if you put sand 
in sugar, and beet juice in vinegar, 
and lard in butter, and sell for one 
thing that which is another thing, then 
religion will interfere with that busi- 
ness; buta lawful business, lawfully 
conducted. will find the religion of the 
znd Jesus Christ ifs mightiest aux- 
ary. 
Religion will give an. equipoise of 
spirit, it will keep you from ebullitions 
of temper—and you know a great 
many fine businesses have been blown 
to atoms by bad temper—it will keep 
es from worriment about frequent 
, it will keep you industrious and

Ido 
not mean to say that re ory will make 
us financially rich, but I do say that it 
will give us, it will assure us of a com- 
fortable sustenance at the start, a com- 
fortable subsistence all the way 
through, and it will help us to direct 
the bank, to manage the traffic, to con- 
duct ajl our business matters, and to 
make the most insignificant affair of 
-our life a matter of vast importance 
glorified by Christian 

In New York city there was a mer- 
chant hard in his dealings with his 
fellows. who had written over his bank- 
ing-house, or his counting-house room: 
compromise.’”’ "Then when some 
merchant got in a crisis and went 
down—no fault of his, but a conjunc- 
tion of evil circumstances—and all the 
other merchants were willing to com- 
promise, they would take seventy-five 
cents on the dollar, or fifty cents, or 
twenty cents, coming to this man last 
of all, he said: ‘‘No compromise; I[’ll 
take one hundred cents on the dollar, 
and I can afford to wait.’ Well, the 
wheel turned, and after a while that 
man was ina crisis of business, and 
he sent out his agents to compromise, 
and the agents said to the merchants: 
“Will you take  fift cents on 
the dollar?” ‘Will you take 
anything?” ‘*We’ll take one hundred 
cents on the dollar. No compromise.”’ 
And the man who wrote that inscrip- 
tion over his counting-house door died 
in destitution. Oh, we want more of 
the kindness of the gospel and the 
spirit of love in our business enter- 
prises! How many young men have 
found in the religion of Jesus Christ a 

ractical help? How many there are 
in‘fhis house today who could testify 
out of their own experience that godli- 
ness is profitable for the life that now 
is. There were times in their business 
career when they went here for ye 
and there for help, and yonder for 
help, and got no help, until they knelt 
before the Lord, crying for His deliv- 
erance, and the Lord rescued them. 

In a bank not far off from our great 
metropolis—a village bank—an officer 
could not balance his accounts. He 
had worked at them day after day, 
night after night, and he was sick nigh 
unto death asaresult. He knew he 
had not taken one farthing from that 
bank, but somehow, for some reason 
inscrutable then, the accounts wouldn’t 
balance. The time rolled on, and the 
morning of the day when the books 
should pass under the inspection of the 
other officers arrived, and he felt him- 
self in awful. peril, conscious of his 
own integrity, but unable to prove 
that integrity. That morning he went 
to the bank early, and he went down 
befere God and told the whole story of 
his mental anguish, and he said: ‘*O 
Lord; I have done right; I have pre- 
served ay but here I am 
about to overthrown unless Thou 
should come tomy rescue. Lord, de- 
liver me.”’? .And for one hour he con- 
tinued the prayer before God, and 
then he rose and went to an old blotter 
that he had forgotten all about. 
opened it, and. there lay a sheet of 
figures which he only needed to add to 
another line of figures—some line of 
figures he had forgotten, and knew not 
where he had laid them—and the ac- 
counts were balanced, and the Lord 
delivered him. You are an infidel if, 
you do not believe it. The Lord de’ 
livered him. God answered his prayer 
as He will answer your prayer, 
man of business, in every crisis when 
you come to Him. Now, if this be so 
then I am persuaded, as you are, of 
the fact that the vast majority of 
Christians do not fully test the value 
of their religion. hey are like a 
farmer in California, with 15,000 acres 
of good wheat land, and culturing only 
a quarter of an acre. 
go forth and make the religion of Jesus 
Christ a practical affair of 
your business life, and all this year, 
beginning now, and tomorrow. morning 
putting into practical effect this holy 
religion, and demonstrating in your 
life that godliness is profitable here as 
well as hereafter? 

How can you get along without this 
religion? Is your physical health so 
eae you do not want this divine 
tonic? Is your mind so clear, so vast, 
so comprehensive that you do not want 
this divine inspiration? Is your 
worldly business so thoroughly estab- 
lished that you have no use for that 
religion which has been the help and 
deliverance of tens of thousands of 
men in crises of worldly frouble? And 
if what 1 said this morning is true, 
then you see what a fatal blunder it is 
when aman adjourns to life’s expira- 
tion the uses of religion.

A CONTRIBUTION FROM GOV. 
SHELDON. 


The Indians of New Mexico—The Pa- 
eblos—Decreasé in Numbers of the 
Zunis—Fiendish Character of the 
Apaches, . | 


Los ANGELES, Dec. 22.—[To the 
Editor of Tue Tmres.] The two arti- 
cles from the pen of Mr. Lummis 
which during the past summer ap- 
peared in your paper concerning Col. 
Manuel Chaves of New Mexico I read 


with much interest. I never met Col. | 


Chaves, but I appointed him Captain 
ofa militia company at San Mateo, 
which he accepted notwithstanding his 
advance in years and his declining 
health. San Mateo, his home, is not 
far removed (considering the magnifi- 
cent distances in this mountain coun- 
try) from_ the Navajo reservation, 
which comprises a large territory in 
northwestern New Mexico and north- 
eastern Arizona. That tribe is sup- 
posed to have fifteen to twenty thou- 
sand people and three or four thousand 
warriors. They had formed the habit 
of leaving the reservation in consid, 
erable numbers and settling down near 
springs or streams and upon fertile 
lands, regardless of the rights of the 
ple. The Navajoes have large num- 
vs of horses, which are of little use 
to them, as few are ever trained to 
‘work or even for riding. The horse 
with them, is a dignified property, and 
is a legal tender tor a wife. A Nav- 
ajo can have as many wives as he has 
horses toexchange for them. In their 
wandering away trom the reservation, 
they frequently drove along a herd of 
horses, and their presence was ever a 
source of great annoyance to the set- 
tiers. They also butchered cattle and 
sheep belonging to others for their 
Own consumption, and frequently stole 
animals and drove them ‘away, and, as 
there were bad white men who sold 
them whisky, they often became quar- 
relsome. Their conduct was such as 
lead to disorders, and, at one time, I 
feared a war with them. 

The policy was adopted to confine 
them to the reservation, and the first 
atep was to compe 
the parties which bad strolled away. 
One of the chiefs, named Coyadita, 
had established himself at a place not 
remote from San Mateo. He had with 
him about a hundred o7 his kin anda 
largé number of horses. I addressed a 
letter to Col. Chaves, directing him to 
go and say to Coyadita that he must at 
once go back to the reservation and 
stay there, and that if he did not I 
would employ force against him. When 
Col. Chaves communicated to him the 
contents of the letter, Coyadita said, 
“i will go.”? It was not that I ordered 
this as Governor of the Territory that 
he so promptly complied, so much as 
that Col. Chaves delivered the commu- 
nication. 

The recital by Mr. Lummis of the ex- 
ploits of Col. Chaves in Indian warfare 
suggests an interesting history of New 
Mexico touching her Indian tribes, and 
the struggles of the Spaniards with 
them. A brief statement of the cir- 
cumstances in the country will also 
make more conspicuous aud thrillin 
the achievements ot Col. Chaves an 
others who were contemporaries or 
who preceded him in these conflicts. 

New Mexico is especially distin- 

ished for he large number of Pueblo 

ndians found within her borders, and 
remnants of the many tribes still exist 
there. Few if any of these peculiar 
Inviians were found north of Zacetecas 
except in New Mexico, and judging 
from the number of ruins of extinct 
villages, and many other evidences 
which have been gathered from tradi- 
tion and legend, it seems certain that 
what is now: the central part of the 
once contained a numerous 
Pueblo Indian population. As all are 
aware, these Indians were not nomads, 
but lived in villages; were peaceful, 
and gained | industry of a 
crude and clumsy kind. Their govern- 
ments were and are elective—they pro- 
claim their laws from the housetop, 
and do not eat pork, which facts have 
been urged as proofs that they are de- 
scendants of the last tribes of Israel. 
They were surrounded by several of 
the most ferocious wild tribes that ever 
existed on the continent, and to resist 
their attacks the houses were admira- 
sd constructed for defense, and, being 
adobe, they could not easily be set on 
fire. Nothwithstanding the implaca- 
ble enemies with which they were en- 
vironed, they flourished until after the 
Spaniards took possession of the coun- 
try. The Zunis alone are said to have 
been 80.000 strong when the Spanish 
came, but they now number no more 
than 1200. The Spanish intermarried 
with these Puevlo Indians, and not 
with the wild tribes. 

It is a‘conceded fact that the Aztecs 
who inhabited Anahuac, whose capital 
was Tenochallan, when Cortez in- 
vaded the country, were emigrants from 
the North, having been in that country 
between three and four hundred years. 
The Aztecs kept something of a record 
in pictures instead of letters, and from 
this record, as it is deciphered, it -ap- 
pears that they were from Aztlan, and 
as described by them, Aztlan must 
have been New. Mexico. . Their jour- 
neying soutliward was by slow stages, 
and, according to the record, they must 
have tarried for a time on the Rio 
Grande, either in the Mesilla Valley or 
near Paso del Norte, then on the 
Chuhiscar or San Pablo, in Chihuahua, 


' and then in the Lagunacountry in 


Durango, from which they moved with 
more rapidity to their final heme in the 
valley, where the City of Mexico now 
stands. ‘The Pueblos of New Mexico 
confidently expect the return of 
Montezuma, not the Emperor that 
came to his death while visiting Cortez 
for he was born in .T'enochallan, an 


his grandfather of the same 
name was Emperor before him 
but one of the leaders of 


the Aztecs who emigrated southward 
bore the name Montezuma, and it 1s he 
whom the Pueblos of New Mexico ex- 
pect will return to them. 

Coronado reached New Mexico in 
1540 or 1541. His route thither was by 
way of the Pacific Coast and that of 
.the Gulf of California, thence up the 
Colorado to the Gila, as far probably 
as the Magellan Mountains, and thence 
he crossed over to the Rio Grande. 
Why he should have turned to the east 
instead of the west, or why he did not 
follow the Colorado instéad of the 
Gila, may be explained by the proba- 
bility that he had been informed by 
the Aztecs where the country wap» 
from which they emigrated. At any 
rate he went directly to the locality in- 
habited by the Pueblo Indians. If 
there is weight in the facts ‘which his- 


- torians credit, they prove that New 


Mexico was Aztlan.

A permanent settlement was made 
at Santa Fé about 1550. There were 
at that time four tribes of great strength 


and ferociously warlike. They were} 


the Apaches, Comanches, the Navajoes 
and the Utes. As the name German 
embraces the people of several Euro- 
pean States, so Apache is the general 
name applied to several tribes, and in- 
cludes the Chiracuahuas, t e Jicarillas, 
the Mescaleros, the Warm Spring and 
the White Mountain tribes. The first 
and the two last are now upon the San 


| Carlos Reservation in Arizona, and the 


second and third are on a reservation 
in Lincoln county, N. M. The location 
of the Navajoes has been stated, and 
the Utes are in Colorado. The remnant 


rof the Comauches is in the Indian Ter- 


ritory. 

’ These several tribes were rarely at 
war among themselves after the Span- 
iards came, and have always codper- 
ated in conflicts with the whites, as far 
as they could. The Comanches inhab- 
ited the plains, and consequently could 
be more easily assailed and decimated 
by the European settlers. They are 
nearly extinguished, though they were 
Savagely and persistently warlike. 
They were more continuously aggress- 
ive upon the whites than the others, 
but when that country became a part 
of the United States and Americans 
more numerously inhabited it, they 
rapidly disappeared, and are now too 
few in numbers and too to 
give trouble ii they were still living 
where the Spaniards foundthem, The 
Navajoes were very troublesome until 
within the last 24 years. In 1864 they 
were soundly thrashed and taken prac- 
tically as prisoners of war to Ft. Sum- 
ner, where they were kept fur two or 
three years andthen returned to their 
present reservation. Except the an- 
noyances which have been mentioned, 
they have been peaceable, and are in- 


creasing in population, but not in| 


civilization, beyond having acquired a 
knowledge that it is wise to not meas- 
ure arms again with tke rapidly- 
increasing white population. They 
have a large number of sheep, and 
some cattle, and they realize that all 
would be lost by going on the warpath. 
It is not probable that they appreciate 
the effect of the Mills Bill upon the 
value of the 3,000,000 she: p which they 
are supposed to. a. They have. 
1,500,000.—En. IMES. | or many 
yeais the Utes have not extended their 
raids into the present limits of New 
Mexico, but before the Mexican war 
they were uncomfortable neighbors, 
and exerted themselves with bloody 
determination against the Mexican 


ople. 

The Apaches have ever excelled the 
other tribes in prowess, fiendishness 
and cunning. Their haunts were in 
the mountains, from which they made 
their forays, and their whoop spread 
terror wherever it was heard. They 
were hard to find and harder to catch. 
They moved from one mountain range 
to another with the agility of foxes. 
They alone have kept up the war al- 
most to date. They are unrelenting 
and barbarous to the extreme. ‘The 
people of Southern New Mexico still 
regard San Carlos with anxiety and al- 
most terror. In 1880 Victoria led a 
dance of death for months; was fol- 
lowed by Nane in 1881, and also by 
Jub and by Loco in 1882, and by an- 
other in 1883, and by Geronimo in 1885, 
whose raid lasted more than a year, 
and until he was run down by the 
sleuth-hound tactics of the tireless and 
brave Capt. Lawton. | 

While I resided in New Mexicol 
discovered that the Mescaleros and 
Navajoes were advised in advance of 
the raids of the San Carlos Indians, 
and more or less of these tribes joined 
the raiders. The Utes. were too far 
away to aid them and the Jicarillas 
until 1884 were located in Northern 
New Mexico, and could not well lenda 
helping hand. The Apaches are no- 
where willingly submissive yet, but 
they have sense enough to know that 
chances of success are not as good as 
they formerly were. In 1883 San Juan, 
then chief of the Mescaleros, said at 
Santa Fé in a speech that the 
the cowardly Pueblos submitted to the 
Spaniard, Te Apache had never 
done so, and bad only submitted to 
Washington. Hostility to the Mexican 
has been bitter and sanguinary, and 
has been transmitted from father to 
son for 10 generations. 

The Mexican population of New 
Mexico would have been extinguished 
a hundred times if it had not been for 
such intrepid spirits as Col. Chaves 
and others who lived before or contem- 
poraneously with him. No people in 
the present limits of the United States 
have had experiences so protracted 
and direful with the Indians as those 
of New Mexico. 

To a greater extent than Kentucky it. 
has been the ‘‘dark and bloody ground.” 
It is a cause for happy reflection that 
such scenes of blood are to be forever 
in thé past. Men like Kit Carson and 
Col. Chaves may be ere by some 
to have possessed blood-thirsty dispo- 
sitions and to have been aggressors 
apon the aborigines, but fit is utterly 
a mistake. They were aggressors no 
more than all the American popula- 
tions have been and are. They were 
men of kindly feelings, and just 
in their dealings, but determined and 
brave when conflict is inevitable. 

Unless the occupation of the ceuntry 
by Europeans has been a continued 
wrong, and the heroic conduct of 
Boone, Kenton and thousands of others 
distinguished in Indian conflicts were 
reprehecsible, the conduct of the heroes 
in Indian warfare in New Mexico is 
entitled to high admiration.

The Latest Diplomatic Muddle. 


England is unfortunate just now in 
its diplomatic service. Scarcely has 
the Sackville incident died away, when 
another British ambassador becomes 
embroiled, this time it being the Min- 
ister to Russia, Sir Robert B. D. Mo- 
rier. During the past few days a num- 
ber of cablegrams have been received 
in relation to this affair, which prom- 
ises to create considerable tension be- 
tween England and Germany, anda 
glance at the origi n of the trouble may 
not be out of place. 


It appears that a short time ago cer 
tain semi-officialGerman papers charged 
that Marshal Bazaine was apprised of 
the movements of the German troops 
through dispatches sent to London by 
Sir Robert Morier, then Chargé d’Af- 
faires at Darmstadt. On the 19th of 
last month, Morier wrote to Count 
Herbert Bismarck, saying that he 
should have treated these remarks 
with contempt had he notheard that 
the Count had given currency to simi- 
lar statements. Sir Robert requested 
Count Bismarck to read a letter from 
Marsha! Bazaine,which he inclosed, and. 
favor him by having a contradiction of 
the slanders published in the official 
paper. ‘The letter of Bazaine was written 
in Madrid August 8th, last, in reply to 
a letter addressed to him on July 25th, 
by Sir Robert Morier, asking for a con- 
tradiction of the rumors which were at 
that time current in Berlin. Bazine 
replied that the report was a clumsy 
fabrication. | 

Hereupon Count Bismarck sent Sir 
Robert Morier the following curt re- 
ply, returning the letter from Bazaine: 


“T have had the honor to receive your let- 
ter of the 19th inst. regret that neither 
its contents nor its tone enables me to com- 
ply with your Excellency’s astonishing de- 
mand to step out of the limits imposed upon 
me by my official position in regard to the 
German press.” 

_On December 31st, Sir Robert wrote 
to Count Bismarck that as the latter 
declined to give publicity to the proofs 
furnished, he saw no other course open 
to him than to publish their corre- 
spondence, which he did. The latest 
report is that the Count has promised 


is satisfied. 


Almost all the English papers 
comment very severely the 
course of the German  Govy- 
ernment in this matter, and -are 
specially energetic in denouncing what 
they term Count Bismarck’s ‘‘barrack- 
room.manners.’’

Journalistic Change. 


_ The newspapers—the real journals of 
the day—are changing and occupying 
larger fields of thought than formerly, 
broader arenas of investigation, and 
are becoming, what they should be, 
great social, political and religious 
teachers. 

At the present day the daily newspa- 
per that confined itself simply to the 
circulation of news alone, and whose 
columns were devoid of well-settled 
opinions, and strong convictions fear- 
lessly expressed, would have but little 


influence in the community. Public 
journals must lead sen- 
timent. if they would prosper 


and be respected. As much more 
is expected ot the newspaper in this 
latter half of the Nineteenth century 
as is expected of the school master. 
Where would the teacher of today be 
whose knowledge was confined to the 
three *R.’s, a familiarity with which 
was all that was deemed essential 
fifty years ago? Where would the 
students of history and of science look 
if our public schools held no instruc- 
tion for them beyond the narrow limits 
of these branches? It was but the 
alphabet of knowledge that.those old 
pedagogues struggled with and sought 
to impress ppon the minds of their 


25| all its varying phases of thought, of 


has grown the grand system/of pub- 
lic schools in America. In like 
proportion has journalism progressed. 
The educated masses demand more 
than was. demanded even a quarter of 
acentury ago. There. are many far- 
seeing journalists who consider it the 
duty of the newspaper “‘to reflect the 
life of the day that is past and to influ- 
ence that of the coming day.” Mr. E. 
F. Shepard of the New York Mail and 
Express has recently made an original 
departure in secular journalism, which 
is meeting with no small degree of 
popular favor. Mr. Shepard believes 
that a sheet that is the educator which 
it ought to be, and which would prop- 
erly reflect the life of the day 
which is past and influetice that 
beginning must not tear out religious 
truth, for the history of no day is com- 
plete without its note of religious pro- 
gress, therefore he quotes scriptural 
passages on his editorial page, and 
gives no small attention to religious 
progress. It 1s the world as it is, with 


action, and of desire, that he deals 
with. All that tends to general ad- 
vancement he is quick to consider. 
And this is the province of true journal- 
ism. The field that it occupies is ‘4s 
wide as human‘progress. Whatever 
touches the needs of the race it may 
with propriety touch upon, and as it 
gives less space to mere sensational 
news, and takes up and discusses the 
more essential things of life it will be- 
come more and more a powerful factor 
of universal progtess. 


A Pastoral Symphony. 


The Critic, a new and meritorious 
weekly aspirant for journalistic favors 
in this city, in its issue of the 29th ult., 
contained a lengthy and seasonable 
article on the actualities and possibil- 
ities of Southern California land, with 
special reference to recent wild state- 
ments made by some local sore-heads, 
in regard to values. 

The Critic shows that the productive 
capacity of Southern California lands 
is as yet an unknown quantity, because 
they have never yet been developed up 
to their full possibilities; that many 
thousands of acres now considered 
worthless will, in all probability, ere 
long be classed among our most valu- 
able lands ; that too many people hang 
about the city, waiting for something 
toturn up, in placeof going into the 
country and turning up the soil; and 
that the dignity of agricultural life, so 
fully appreciated by the ancients, is in 
danger of being lost sight of by nine- 
teenth-century Americans.

Com- 
petitors must have obtained a general 
average of not less than 70 ona basis of 100, 
though with soldiers and sailors 65 will be 
sufficient. It provides that vacancies shall 
be filled by promotion. All appointments 
shall be made for the probationer’s term of 
six months. At the end of that time they. 
may be absolutely appointed or discharged. 
according to their records, It authorizes 
transfers from the classified railway_mail 
service to any classified postoflice and vice 
versa.

THE GREAT SUGAR KING IN 
LOS ANGELES, 


He is Waited on by a Committee from 
the Chamber of Commerce—He 
Will Probably Ketablish Big Sugar 

' Works in This County. 


Hearing that J. D. Spreckels would arrive 
in this city yesterday morning from San 
Diego, President Jongfof the Chamber of 
Commerce on Saturday night appoiated a 
committee to wait on him on his arrival and 
lay before him the advantages of establish- 
ing a beet sugar refinery in Los Angeles, 
and also what could be done toward making 
San Pedrothe port for his Hawaiian and 
Chinese steamship lines. The committee, 
consisting of President Jones, chairman; 
L. N. Breed, Judge W. F. Fitzgerald, J. F. 
Humphreys, A. H. and M. L. Wicks, 
accordingly went to the Santa Fé depot at 
9:30 o’clock yesterday morning, but, on 
their arrival, found that by some mistake 
the notice of their visit had not been given 
to Mr. Spreckels, and his private car had 
been transferred to the Southern Pacific. 
The committee then went to the San 
Fernando-street depot, where they ar- 
rived about 10 o’clock, but = Mr. 
Spreckels had gone out for a ride 
over the city, leaving word that he 
would return about 12 o’clock. At that 
hour the committee again went to the depot, 
and this time met Mr. Spreckels, who re- 
ceived them very pleasantly, saying that he 
appreciated the honor that had been ex- 
tended him, and regretting that the mistake 
had occurred by which the notice of the 
visit had failed to reach him. As his stay 
was exceedingly limited, no time was lost 
in useless talk, and the committee at once 
laid before Mr. Spreckels the business for 
which they had been appointed. In regard 
to the San Pedro harbor matter, Mr. Spreck- 
eis at once dismissed that by saying that it 
would be impossible to make that port the 
landing place for his vessels, a3 they would 
have to go to San Francisco for returi 
freight, and for that reason it was not exne- 
dient to make any change in his arrange- 


ments, 

In regard to the beet sugar business, how- 
ever, Mr. Spreckels was quite enthusiastic, 
and thought that there was a fine opening 
here. It was his intention, he said, to form 
a company with a capital of $10,000,000, an 
that retineries would be established ali over 
the State where the beets could be 
rai and where the people would go 
into the. indusiry. On the whole, he 
thought very favorably of the country s0 
far as he had seen of it, and:f the neces 
sary contracts could be made with the 
farmers, he would start a refinery here next 
season witha plant costing half a million 
dollars,and this would be increased, as the 
occasion demanded, soasto take care of 
any quantity of beets that may be produced. 
There was no doubt of the success of the 
undertaking, if the right kind of soil can be 
had, as there is no dangerof over-produc- 
tion. To run this refinery will require 
about fifty inches of water, which, however, 
mereiy runs through the factory and out 

ain, and would nut interfere with the ir- 
rigating system. As soon as he gets home, 
he said that he would atonce send down 
some seeds for distribution among the 
farmers to test the svil,and also so 
forms of contracts to be made with bee 

wers. ‘This, he said, was necessary at 
rst, but that after everything was in run- 
ning order, this would not be required. 

In regard to the profits of beet-culture, 
Mr. Spreckels said there was a wide difler- 
er to the soil, which should be 
a light, sandy ioam. The price paid for the 
beets was regulated by the amount of 
saccharine matter which they contained, 
which ranged from 14 to 24 percent. Any- 
thing below 14 per cent. could not be 
worked profitably, and of course the profit 
was greater as the per cent. increased. At 
Watsonville, where the industry has passed 
the experimental. period, several farmers 
have received as high as $7.50 per ton for 
their crop, and 25 to 30 tous to the acre was 
not an unusual yield. As the cost of culti- 
vation and marketing will not exceed $1.50 
per ton, the profit can be very easily figured 
out. Another thing which will have to be 

uarded against is wing the beets too 

arge. To be profitable they should not ex- 
‘ceed three poundsin weight, and for this 
reason should be —— very close to- 

ther, as otherwise they get to be too 4 
ry 


e. in order to stimulate the indus 
he has decided to give a premium of 1000 
for the best 100 acres of beets, and $250 for 
the best 10 acres. Another thing which 


‘the pi not be lost sight of was the fact that 


the pulp, after the juice had been ex- 
tracted, made good feed for cows, and this 
could be soid as low as $1.50 a ton. 

Mr. Spreckels left for San Francisco at 
1:30 o’clock, but will return in about three 
weeks, when the project will be further de- 
veloped. in the meantime, specimens of 
soil from various localities will be sent to 
Mr. Spreckels for analysis, so that an intel- 
ligent idea can be had of what is best for 
raising the sugar beet. ; 

The committee is very favorably im- 

with the outlook, and Mr. Breed 

and others think that it is the best thing 
that has yet developed. Mr. Denker says 
there are thousands of acres of land in the 
county that are peculiarly adapted to beet 
culture, and that the late Kemi Nadeau 
would have made a success of the venture, 
if he could have found any one who under- 
the business of extracting the sac- 
charine matter. It was also stated that a 
little alkali in the soil did Mo barm, but, on 
the contrary, rather improv it. It is 
oe that a local company may be 

ormed to codperate with the Spreckels.
